HIT 
BY 
TRAIN 


Baggy Dragged Alongside Engine and 


Crushed by Big Drivers, But 


They Are Safe. 


Little Horine Hinchman, age ten 
years, and her older brother, Byron 
Hinchman, age fourteen years, child­ 
ren of Mr. and Mrs. J. G. Hinchman, 
living about two miles and 
a 
half 
northeast of the city, had a most 
miraculous escape from death on 
their way home from 
school 
here 
yesterday evening, when they were 
hit by a Pennsylvania freight train, 
bound northeast, at what is known as 
the “Jake Parrish crossing,” just a 
few rods east of the home 
of Mr. 
Parrish. 
Although the horse was struck by 
the engine, the buggy was scraped 
along the side of the engine for sev­ 
eral 
feet and almost demolished 
and 
the 
horse 
afterwards 
ran 
through two barbe<l-wire fences, the 
two children, who were iii the buggy 
all 
the time, 
escaped 
without a 
*«€ ratch. 
The children suffered a severe ner­ 
vous shock. 
Their# parents were no­ 
tified after the accident and hurried 
to the place and took them 
home. 
Neither of them had eaten a morsel 
of food up until noon today, so great 
was the nervous 
excitement which 
resulted from their thrilling experi­ 
ence in which they faced death re­ 
peatedly. 
The two children were 
returning 
home from Rushville where they a t­ 
tend school daily. 
They assert that 
their horse suddenly started to run 
as it approached tile crossing where 
the almost fatal accident ck ■curred. 
Their attempts to bring him down to 
a moderate gait were useless. 
The two children say the horse was 
almost on the crossing before they 
-aw the freight train rushing down 
upon them. 
They believe 
that the 
horst had seen the train some dis­ 
tance away and had frightened at it. 
Realizing that the horse would run 
directly in the path of the freight and 
that they would most likely be killed, 
Sobeit attempted to check the horse, 
and when he found that was impos­ 
sible, he tiled to change the horse’s 
course and run him into the opening 
into a field on the north side of the 
road, and just west of the railroad 
crossing, which leads to a gravel pit. 
The horse lunged, with its head 
across the track, just as the engine 
of the freight reached the crossing. 
The engine struck the horse in the 
head. 
It was only a glancing blow 
m d veered the animal to one side, but 
not knocking it over. 
This started the horse up the track 
fieside the engine because the 
ani­ 
mal’s speed could uot be checked. It 
dragged the buggy behind it. 
The 
buggy was thrown over against the 
jrowerful drivewheels of the 
engine 
and the children were expecting to be 
hurled under the wheels and chushed 
to death any instant. 
The giinding of the drivewheels 
against the buggy tore the two buggy- 
wheels off and scraped and tore the 
top and bed, but the frightened little 
occupants held 
tight. 
The 
horse 
turned down the embankment to the 
left and ran through a barbed-wire 
fence, dragging the damaged buggy 
and the two children behind. 
One barbed-wire fence was not 
enough to stop the frightened animal. 
It ran on to another barbed-wire 
fence and became so entangled that 
it could not run farther. 
The two 
children stayed with the buggy until 
the end. 


Nothing Heavier Than That Will be 


Carried by Parcels Post. Effec­ 


tive January I.

a Pound. 


The weight limit for the parcels 
post is eleven pounds. That is what 
makes it a parcels post. The govern­ 
ment in its regular postal service has 
carried parcels right along. It, how­ 
ever limited them to 
four pounds, 
with the flat rate of 16 cents a pound. 
On the other hand an eleven-pound 
limitation stops the system a great 
deal short of a government freight 
handling system. 
There are also measurements and 
other limitations working to the same 
end. 
The 
law 
reads: 
‘‘Hereafter 
fourth-elass mail matter shall em­ 
brace all other matter, including 
farm and factory products, not now 
embraced by law in either the first, 
second or third class, not exceeding 
eleven pounds in weight, nor greater 
in* size than seventy-two inches in 
length and girth combined, nor in form 
of any kind likely to injure the i>er- 
sou of any postal employe or damage 
the mail equipment or other mail mat­ 
ter, and not of a character perishable 
within a period reasonably required 
for transportation and delivery.” 
An interpretation of the measure­ 
ment limitations is thus given in a 
letter from G. C. Thompson, chief 
clerk of the parcels {Kist organisa­ 
tion force at Washington: 
“As an example, a parcel not more 
than 3 feet 6 inches in length, may 
measure as much as 2 feet 6 inches 
in go rill, or around its thickest part. 
A shorter parcel may lie 
thicker; 
thus, if it measures no more than 3 
feet in length, it may measure 3 feet 
in girth, or around its thickets part. 
Measurements w ill lie made by means 
of an official six-foot tni>c line, ta r­ 
nished by the department to postmas­ 
ters. So much of the taj>e as is not 
u."Cd in measuring the length, is the 
measure of the maximum girth per­ 
missible.” 
In his statement, Thompson also 
says that parcels must curry the re­ 
turn card of the sender; 
and that 
they “may be mailable only at post­ 
office, branch postoffices, lettered and 
local named stations, and such num­ 
bered stations as may be designated 
by the postmaster, or they may l>e 
presented to a rural or other carrier 
authorized to receive such matter.’ 
Just what is “perishable.” and 
otherwise unmailable, is yet 
to 
be 
stated in specific rulings—and these 
will come fast alter January I, when 
some one. for example, on^ a 
rural 
mail route tries to send a propel Iv 
crated, well watered and fed rooster, 
on down that rural route a few miles, 
notwithstanding 
the orders 
from 
Washington which seems to put a ban 
on all live stock. 
The rulings already made include 
as “mailable,” egg«. dressed poultry, 
meats and butter.

At Ft. Wayne the temperature regis­

The cold wave is breaking up in 
tire northwest, which means that the 
weather will moderate within the next 
forty-eight hours.

The coldest point in the United States 
is Duluth, where a temperature of IO 
degrees below was registered, but tile

A year ago today the temperature 
registered 36 degrees above and the 
coldest weather in December did not 
come until the 28th, when the regis­ 
tration was only ll degrees, 2 degrees 
warmer than it was at 7 o’clock to­ 
day.

MAN WAS iT'5 UP IO IHE 


GEORGE ELLIS 
I SENATORS 


Connersville Captive Proved to Be Kern and Shively May Hold up Taft’s 


Stranger Held Here Pending 


Word from Spokane- 


KNOWN THERE AS ED. BAKER 


Passed Through Here this Morning 


Enroute to Madison— Recog­ 


nized by Sheriff. 


Sheriff Miller of Connersville passed 
through here this morning with an 
insane prisoner enroute to Madison. 
The prisoner was George Ellis who 
served eleven days in jail here for 
public intoxication. 
Ile was known 
to the Connersville officials as Ed. 
Baker and was arrested near Lyons 
Station a few days ago when he sud­ 
denly became insane and threatened 
the lives of several people. 
Ellis will be remembered here as 
the man held pending "'word from 
Spokane, Wash., as to whether or not 
he was wanted 
there for murder. 
Local authorities read the dispatches 
from ('onnersville telling of the ar­ 
rest of an insane man giving the name 
of Baker but had no idea that it was 
the man they knew as Ellis. 
This 
morning Sheriff Rebout went 
the 
traction station to assist the Fayette 
county j-lieiiff iii getting the prisoner 
to the Pennsylvania station and re­ 
cognized the man as his one time 
prisoner. 
Sheriff Reboilt spoke to the man 
bat ElliC mind was a total blank. 
Ellis or Baker was so violent that it 
was ’necessary to strap him to a cot 
and in this manner he was taken to 
the Madison asylum. 
Ellis was ar­ 
rested here about three weeks ago. 
He was found along the C.f IT. & D. 
tracks east of this city in an intox­ 
icated condition and was arrested on 
the complaint of people living near, 
who feared he would be hit by a ‘ rain. 
Chief McAllister in 
looking over 
softie circulars found that a man an- 
% 
swering Ellis* description was wanted 
in Spokane, Wash., for murder and 
instead of following the usual course 
of letting hoboes go free, he was held 
until word could be received from 
Spokane. 
The clue failed and Ellis 
was fined one dollar and costs by 
Mayor Black. He was linable to pay 
and went to .jail for eleven days. In 
police court Ellis stated he was born 
in Chicago and was of German de­ 
scent. He had been on the road for 
years and came here from Columbus 
walking most of the distance. 
On 
the way from Homer he met a fellow 
knight of the road, who had a lot of 
whiskey and Ellis got a 
little too 
much. 
Ellis was of powerful build 
and 
seemed fairly intelligent using very 
good English. 
His actions and ap­ 
pearance here were far from that of 
an insane man. When released from 
jail he started east and got as far as 
Lyons Station when lie became insane. 
According to his story, told here, he 
was going to Dayton where he hoped 
to secure employment. Ellis created 
a great amount of excitement in the 
Connersville jail by his constant rav­ 
ings. One dispatch from Conners­ 
ville stated that he tried to hang him­ 
self with his suspenders and when 
they broke he tried to strangle him­ 
self with the longest end.

TENTATIVE AGREEMENT 
MADE 


Applies to 
Local 
Situation 
Since 


President Has Announced he 


Will Fill All Vacancies. 


Fair tonight and Friday. Warmer 
Friday. 


Intelligences from Washington, D. 
€., in dispatches last night were that 
Republican and Democratic leaders 
in the United States senate yesterday 
reached tentative agreement with re­ 
spect to the disposition of appoint­ 
ments made by President Taft, who 
will go out of cilice March fourth. 
This agreement has some bearing 
on the local postoffice situation since 
Postmaster Charles Frazee’s time 
will expire before President Taft re­ 
tires and Woodrow Wilson is inaugu­ 
rated. According to the 
tentative 
agreement, all appointees by Taft 
will be at the mercy of B. F. Shively 
and John W. Kern, the two Demo­ 
cratic senators from Indiana. 
As the matter has now shaped it­ 
self, no Republican federal appointee 
w ill be confirmed by the senate if he 
is to hold office in a state represented 
by a Democratic senator, and if that 
senator finds the 
appointment 
ob­ 
jectionable. It will not be necessary 
for the senator in question to pro­ 
duce witnesses or evidence to dis­ 
qualify the appointee. 
All 
he will 
have to do is to say he does not want 
the man and that will end it. 
Appointments that may be made in 
those states now represented by Re­ 
publican senators may be confirmed 
if no question in raised by Demo­ 
cratic congress men who may be di­ 
rectly interested. 
Nomination 
may 
even be confirmed in spite of such 
congressmen, but that point is to be 
settled in each individual case. 
This means that 
the 
Democratic 
senators have it in their power to 
hold nj* the confirmation of any or 
all the appointments made affecting 
their states, lf they make no objec­ 
tion to this or that man, then the ap­ 
pointee may have his job. 
If objec­ 
tion is raised, the appointment is to 
be stowed away in the files and for­ 
gotten. 
Such an understanding 
as 
this 
puts the confirmation of Postmaster 
Frazee’s successor here up to Sena­ 
tor Kern and Shively. 
They can by 
(*ne word prevent Frazee’s successor 
from taking the office and serving 
during the whole of Wilson’s adminis­ 
tration, excepting about a month. 
It seems to be a foregone conclu­ 
sion that President Taft wilMfame it 
successor to Postmaster Frazee, since 
he has announced that he will fill 
every vacancy that occurs up until 
March 4th. 
There has been much 
dickering over the situation. Repub- 
iean senators have hinted that they 
will resent any filibuster agit inst con­ 
tinuation of Taft’s appointments, and 
in such an event, they could retaliate 
and refuse to confirm Wilson’s ap­ 
pointments. 
All army and navy and all diplo­ 
matic appointments will be confirmed. 
But postmasters, marshals, district 
attorneys, collectors of internal rev­ 
enue and collectors of the port, how­ 
ever, are not in this class. Not one 
appointment to such office, if it is ob­ 
jectionable to the senator of the State 
affected, will be confirmed. 
The White House has received noti­ 
fication that James P. Goodrich, Na­ 
tional Republican committeeman for 
Indiana; .Frederick Sims, chairman 
of the Republican State committee, 
and Joseph B. Kealing, will shortly 
join in making recommodation for 
appointment® to fill a largo number of 
postmasterships in the State.

W . H. Quigley, Business Agent of the 
Carpenters’ Union at Detroit, Is De­ 
clared by the District Attorney to 
Have Swcrn Falsely in Answering 
Questions in Court Regarding Letter 
He Was Said to Have W ritten. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 
12.—When 
Mi­ 
chael J. Cunnane of Philadelphia, de­ 
fendant in the dynamiting cases, was 
on the s-tand in his own behalf, a let-' 
ter from McNamara to the witness 
was shown him. 
It related to money 
sent to Philadelphia, in which letter 
McNamara said: 
“It is hereby understood that th o ! 
above amount is to be used against 
the American Bridge company and 
other members of the Erectors’ asse- j 
elation.” 
Cunnane said he had understood 
this to mean that the money was to 
1 be paid out in getting the employes of. 
those companies into the union. Wit- ( 
ness denied that a visit of Frank C. j 
Webb of New York, then an executive 
board member, to Philadelphia, had 
anything to do with dynamiting plans, 
so far as he knew. 
He denied all 
knowledge of the two Philadelphia ex­ 
plosions and denied that he had made 
threats to contractors before the dy­ 
namiting. as had been testified by gov­ 
ernment witnesses. 
On cross-examination witness said 
he did not hear of any explosions in 
Philadelphia, though one occurred Jan. 
29, 1910, till after the arrest of J. J. 
McNamara in April. 1911. 
He solicit­ 
ed Ryan to let him assist in raising 
the defense fund, and he did so assist, 
receiving his credentials from Ryan 
in May. 
Witness admitted that even 
after he learned that McNamara was 
charged with the crimes he voted for 
his re-election. 
Frank Painter, business agent of the 
Omaha local, a defendant, said that he 
sent J. J. McNamara a clipping from 
an Omaha paper giving an account of 
the explosion at a i>ower house, and 
when the courthouse was dynamited. 
The witness said he had read of the 
Times explosion and of the killing of 
twenty-one. and that certain men were 
warned for *he crime, but lie sent the 
clippings regarding the Omaha explo­ 
sion to McNamara merely as matters 
of nows. 
The witness made a long 
rejHin to McNamara to the effect that 
Caldwell & Drake s work was protect­ 
ed by the ixdice. and in the same letter 
said he had been doing everything to 
make the firm come across. Irater ire 
reported that in*1 ice protection had 
been withdrawn and following that the 
explosion occurred. 
W. H, Quigley, business agent of the 
carpenters* union at Detroit, who on 
tho stand denied that he had written 
a letter to Hiram Kline, general or­ 
ganizer of the carpenters’ union, and 
also denied his signature, was arrest­ 
ed for perjury and is being held in 
$2,000 bond. 
The action of Judge Anderson in 
ordering that Quigley be taken into 
custody, took place in open court on 
motion of Toited States Attorney Mil­ 
ler. who said he could prove by other 
evidence, and by direct evidence, that 
Quigley did write the letter he denied 
in court, and that lie could prove where 
the letter had been during all the time 
since Quigley wrote it. Judge Ander­ 
son commented on Quigley's manner 
and conduct while In the witness 
chair.

EVIDENCE AS TO 
STOCK JUGGLING 


House Committee Getting at 


the Facts. 


TESTIMONY IS ILLUMiitATIIij 


Reams cf Statistics Introduced Heforc 
the Pujo Committee With a View to 
Shewing That Overwhelming Per­ 
centage of Bus;ness on Stock Ex­ 
change in So-Called Active Stocks 
Represents Speculative Transactions 


Washington, Dec. 12.—Many reams 
of statistics have been introduced in 
evidence with a view' to showing the 
committee of the house which has be­ 
gun its investigation of the New York 
Stock Exchange that an overwhelm­ 
ing percentage of the business on the 
exchange in the so-called active stocks 
represents sfieculative and not invest­ 
ment transactions. 
Lawrence W. Scudder, a public ac­ 
countant in New' York city, w'ho pre­ 
pared tables of all transactions in 
certain stocks of the New* York Stock 
Exchange at the request of the com­ 
mittee, produced a voluminous series 
of tables and driagrams which, he said, 
showed the number of shares of stock 
listed, the number of shares sold on 
the Stock Exchange, the high and low 
prices and th© number of shares of 
stock really transferred on the books 
of the company for a number of lead­ 
ing concern*. The tables covered the 
period from 1906 to date. 
On an av­ 
erage. Mr. Scudder said, the entire 
capital sto< k of Reading, for example, 
was sold 30.9 times a year, and that 
the brokers’ commissions on transac­ 
tions iii Reading over the period 
amounted to about 7l/z per cent of the 
value of the stock. 
The table of the United States Steel 
corporation showed the capital was 
sold on an average of 5 1-5 times a 
year. 
The transfers for the period 
were about 25 i>er cent of the shares 
sold. 
Amalgamated Copper, according to 
the table, was sold on an average 8.05 
times i very year from 1900 to date. 
Union Pacific transfers were 16 per 
cent of the sales. California Petrole­ 
um. with 105,729 shares listed, sold 
362.27" shares in one month. 
In this connection the committee 
probed into the well-known operations 
in Amalgamated Copper stock back in 
the spring and summer of 1907. Sam­ 
uel Untermyer. counsel for the com 
mitten, charged in effect that a corner 
In the supply of copper had lzoen cf 
fected through the United Metals Sell­ 
ing company, of which the late II. H 
Rogers and William Rockefeller were 
the moving spirits. 
Tobias Wolfson. assistant manager 
of the company, acknowledged on the 
witness Maud that in five months of 
that year the United Metals Selling 
company had 
advanced over $42.- 
000,000 to producers on copper and 
that during that period something less 
than 5,000.000 pounds had been mark­ 
eted by bls company, which, Mr. Un- 
t arrayer 
contended, 
controlled 
the 
sales of lad w een 60 and 70 per cent of 
the entire copper production of the 
country. 
Tile normal sale* for a five 
months’ pt riod would, it was estimat­ 
ed be between 150.000,000 and 200.* 
ooo.oon |zounds. The intimations plain­ 
ly conveyed by counsel for tile inves­ 
tigator- was that a high price of cop­ 
per was maintained through creating 
an artificial shortage in the market 
until the insiders of the Amalgamated 
com pan. had succeeded in unloading 
a large volume of stock on the public. 
Manager Wolfson contended that 
there had been no artificial manipula­ 
tion of the copper market and that 
the United Metals Selling company 
had mot I vee ti used to make money in 
the stock market for insiders. 
All day yesterday leading members 
of the New York Stock Exchange sat 
in the big caucus room in tho house 
office building, listening to the drum­ 
ming of Mr. Untermyer* questions, 
without getting any opportunity to he 
heard. Several of them protested that 
their presence in Washington meant a 
big sacrifice to them at this time and 
that the conditions of the market were 
such as to demand their return at once 
to New' Yolk. 
As soon as the hearing adjourned 
at 4:30 there was a rush by the Now 
York contingent toward Mr. Unter­ 
myer. 
Mr. Untermyer promised to 
hurry things as much as possible for 
them today, and after conferring with 
John G. Milburn, counsel for the stock 
exchange, he said he hoped to finish 
with all the stock exchange witnesses 
now in Washington. As the New' York 
“visitors” filed out of the caucus room 
most of them were hopping mad.

Little Florine Hinchman, age ten 


years, and her older brother, Byron 
Hinchman, age fourteen years, child- 
ren of Mr. and Mrs. J. G. Hinchman, 
living about two miles and a half 
northeast of the city, had a most 
miraculous escape from death on 
their way home from school 
here 


yesterday evening, when they were 
hit by a Pennsylvania freight train, 
bound northeast, at what is known as 
the "Jake Parrish crossing," just a 
few rods east of the home of Mr. 
Parrish. 


Although the horse was struck by 


the engine, the buggy was scraped 
•along the side of the engine for sev- 
eral feet and almost demolished 
and 
the horse 
afterwards 
ran 


through two barbed-wire fences, the 
two children, who were in the buggy 
all 
the time, escaped 
without a 


scratch. 
v ., 


The children suffered a severe ner- 


vous shock. Their^ parents were no- 
tified after the accident and hurried 
to the place and took them home. 
Neither of them liad eaten a morsel 
of food up until noon today, so great 
was the nervous excitement which 
resulted from their thrilling experi- 
enee in which they faced death re- 
peatedly. 


The two children were returning 


home from Rushville where they at- 
tend school daily.' They assert that 
their horse suddenly started to run 
as it approached the crossing where 
the almost fatal accident occurred. 
Their attempts to bring him down to 
a moderate gait were useless. 


The two children say the horse was 


almost on the crossing before they 
saw the freight train rushing down 
upon them. They believe that the 
horse ha-d seen the train some dis- 
tance away and had frightened at it. 


Realizing that the horse would run 


directly in the path of the freight and 
that they would most likely be killed, 
Robert attempted to check the horse, 
•and when he found that was impos- 
sible, he tried to change the horse's 
course and run him into the opening 
into a field on the north side of the 
road, and just west of the railroad 
crossing, which leads to a gravel pit. 


The horse lunged, with its head 


across the track, just as the engine 
of the freight reached the crossing. 
The engine struck the horse in the 
head. It was only a glancing blow 
and veered the animal to one side, but 
not knocking it over. 


This started the horse up the track 


beside the engine because the ani- 
mal's speed could not be checked. It 
dragged the buggy behind it. The 
buggy was thrown over against the 
powerful drivewheels of the engine 
and the children were expecting to be 
hurled under the wheels and chushed 
to death any instant. 


The grinding of the drivewheels 


against the baggy tore the two buggy- 
wheels off and scraped and tore the 
top and .bed, but the frightened little 
occupants held tight. The horse 
turned down the embankment to the 
left and ran through -a barbed-wire 
fence, daagging the_ damaged buggy 
and the two children behind. - . 


One barbed-wire fence was not 


enough to stop the frightened animal 
It ran on to another barbed- wire 
fence and became so entangled that 
it eonld not run farther. The two 
<*0drea«lay»d with 
the cad. 


BUT LIMIT 


Nothing Heavier Than That Will be 


Carried by Parcels Post, Effec- 


tive January I. 


PARCELS CARRIED 
BEFORE 


But Limit Was Four Pounds With 


Flat Rate of Sixteen Cents. 


a Pound. 


The weight limit for the parcels 


post is eleven pounds. That is what 
makes it a parcels post. The govern- 
ment in its regular postal service has 
carried parcels right along. It, how- 
ever limited them to four -pounds, 
with the flat rate of 16 cents,a pound. 
On the other hand an eleven-pound 
limitation stops the system a great 
deal short of a government freight 
handling system. 


There are also measurements and 


other limitations working to the same 
end. The law reads: "Hereafter 
fourth-class mail matter shall em- 
brace all other matter, including 
farm and factory products, not now 
embraced by law in either the first, 
second or third class, not exceeding 
eleven pounds in weight, nor greater 
iu> size than seventy-two inches in 
length and girth combined, nor in form 
of any kind likely to injure the per- 
son of any postal employe or damage 
the mail equipment or other mail mat- 
ter, and not of a character perishable 
within a period reasonably required 
for transportation and delivery." 


An interpretation of the measure- 


ment limitations is thus given in a 
letter from G. C. Thompson, chief 
clerk of the parcels post organiza- 
tion force at Washington: 


"As an example, a parcel not more 


than 3 feet 6 inches in length, may 
measure as much as 2 feet 6 inches 
in gorth, or around its thickest part. 
A shorter parcel may be thicker; 
thus, if it measures -no more than 3 
feet in length, it may measure 3 feet 
in girth, or around its thickets part. 
Measurements will be made by means 
of an official six-i'oot tape line, fur- 
nished by the department to postmas- 
ters. So much of the tape as is not 
used in measuring the length, is the 
measure of the maximum girth per- 
missible." 


In his statement. Thompson also 


says that parcels must carry the re- 
turn card of the sender; alid that 
they "may be mailahle only at post- 
office, branch postoffices, lettered and 
local named stations, and such num- 
bered stations as may be designated 
by the postmaster, or they may be 
presented to a rural or other carrier 
authorized to receive such matter." 


Just what is "perishable," and 


otherwise unmailable, is yet to be 
stated in specific rulings—and these 
will come fast after January 1, when 
some one, for example, on a rural 
mail route tries to send a properly 
crated, well watered and fed rooster, 
on down that rural route a few miles, 
notwithstanding 
the orders 
from 


Washington which seems to put a ban 
on all live stock. 


The rulings already made include 


as "mailable," eggs, dressed poultry, 
meats and butter.

Stranger Held Here Pending 


Word from Spokane. 


KNOWN THERE AS ED. BAKER 


Passed Through Here this Morning 


Enroute to Madison—Recog- 


nized by Sheriff. 


Sheriff Miller of Connersville passed 


through here this morning with an 
insane prisoner enroute- to Madison. 
The prisoner was George Ellis who 
served eleven days in jail here for 
public intoxication. 
He was known 


to the Connersville officials as Ed. 
Baker and was arrested near Lyons 
Station a few days ago when he sud- 
denly 'became insane and threatened

TENTATIVE AGREEMENT MADE 


Applies to Local Situation Sfctt 


President Has Announced he 


Will Fill All Vacancies. 


Intelligences from Washington, ft. 


C., in dispatches last night were that 
Republican and Democratic leaders 
in the United States senate yesterday 
reached tentative agreement with re- 
spect to the disposition of appoint- 
ments made by President Taft, who 
will go out of office March fourth. 


This agreement .has some bearing 


on the local postoffice situation since 
Postmaster Charles Frazee's tiae 
will expire before President Taft ie- 
tires and Woodrow Wilson is inaugu- 
rated. According to the tentative 
agreement, all appointees by Taft 
will be at the mercy of B. F. Shivdy 
and John W. Kern, the two Demo- 
cratic senators from Indiana. 


As the matter has now shaped it- 


self, no Republican federal appointee 
will be confirmed by the senate if he 
is to hold office in a state represented 
by a Democratic senator, and if that - 
senator finds the appointment ob- 
jectionable. It will not be necessary 
for the senator in question to pr«- 
dnce witnesses or evidence to dis- 
qualify the appointee. All he will 
have to do is to say he does not want 
the man and that will end it 


Appointments that may be made in 


those states now represented by Re- 
publican senators may be confirmed 
if no question is raised by Demo- 
cratic congress men who may be di- 
rectly interested. Nomination may : 
even be confirmed in spite of such : : 
congressmen, but that point is to be 
settled in each individual case. 


This means that the Democratic 


senators have it in their power to 
hold up the confirmation of any or 
all the appointments made affecting 
their states. If they make no objec- 
tion to this or that man, then the ap- 
pointee may have his job. If objec- 
tion is raised, the appointment is to 
be stowed away in the files and for- 
gotten. 


Such an understanding as this 


puts the confirmation of Postmaster 
Frazee's successor here up to Sena- 
tor Kern and Shivcly. They can by 
one word-prevent Frazee's successor 
from -taking the office 
and 
serving 


during the whole of Wilson's adminis- 
tration, excepting about a month.

Their Own Behalf, 


PERJURY CHARGE IN ONE CASE 


W. H. Quigley, Business Agent of the 


Carpenters' Union at Detroit, Is De- 
clared by the District Attorney to 
Have Sworn Falsely in Answering 
Questions in Court Regarding Letter 
He Was Said to Have Written. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 12.—When Mi- 


chaef-,J. Cunnane of Philadelphia, de- 
fendant in the dynamiting cases, was 
tfn 'the stand in his own behalf, a let- 
ter from McNamara to the witness 
was shown him. It related to money 
sent to Philadelphia, in which letter 
McNamara said: 


"It is hereby understood that the 


above amount is lo be used against! 
the American Bridge company and j 
other members of the Erectors' asso- 
ciation." 


Cunnane said he had understood 


this to mean that the money was to 
be paid out in getting the employes of > 
those companies into the union. Wit- 
ness denied that a visit of Frank C. 
Webb of New York, then an executive 
board member, to Philadelphia, had 
anything to do with dynamiting plans, 
so far as he knew. He denied all 
knowledge of the two Philadelphia ex- 
plosions and denied that he had made 
threats to contractors before the dy- 
namiting, as had been testified by gov- j 
eminent witnesses. 


On cross-examination witness said' 


he did not hear of any explosions in 
Philadelphia, though one occurred Jan. 
29, 1910, till after the arrest of J. J. 
McNamara in April, 1911.

Cortelyou, who says that the ar- 
rest of Jacob and Peter Dunn and See- 
ley Davenport, the three mountaineers 
who are charged with threatening to 
kill Governor Wilson if he did not give 
them $5,000 In gold, wipes out a bad 
gang of "bad men" who have been the 
most greatly feared gang in years. 


According to Cortelyou, Governor 


Wilson received three letters demand- 
Ing money. Two of these were re- 
ceived two months ago and the last 
one was received prior to his election 
to the presidency. In the first two 
instances the sum of $1,000 was de- 
manded under threats of death if the 
matter was ignored. 


The other men. Chief Cortelyou said, 


got letters marked Wharton, N. J., and 
in each instance $500 was demanded 
under threats of death. 
Chief Cor- 


telyou refused to divulge the names 
of these men on the ground that they 
disliked publicity.

Getting at

TESTIMONY IS ILLMATO 


Reams of Statistics Introduced Before 


the Pujo Committee With a View to 
Showing That Overwhelming Per- 
centage of Business on Stock Ex- 
change in So-Called Active Stocks 
Represents Speculative Transactions 


Washington, Dec. 12.—Many roams 


of statistics have been introduced in 
evidence with a vfew to showing the 
committee of the house which has be- 
gun its investigation of the New York 
Stock Exchange that an overwhelm- 
ing percentage of the business on-the 
exchange in the so-called active stocks 
represents speculative and not invest- 
ment transactions. 


Lawrence W. Scudder, a public ac- 


countant in New York city, who pre- 
pared tables of all transactions in 
certain stocks of the New York Stock 
Exchange at the request of the com- 
mittee, produced a voluminous series 
of tables and driagrams which, he said, 
showed the number of shares of stock 
listed, the number of shares sold on 
the Stock Exchange, the high and low 
prices and the number of shares of 
stock really transferred oh the books 
of the company for a number of lead- 
ing concerns. The tables covered the 
period from 1906 to date. On an av- 
erage. Mr. Scudder said, the entire 
capital stock of Reading, for example, 
was sold 30.9 times a year, and that 
the brokers' commissions on transac- 
tions in Reading' over the period 
amounted to about 7% per cent of the 
value of the stock. 


The table of the United States Steel 


corporation showed the 'capital was 
Bold on an average of 51-5 times a 
year. 
The transfers for the period 


were about 23 per cent of the shares 
sold. 


Amalgamated Copper, according to 


the table, was sold on an average 8.05 
times every year from 1900 to date. 
Union Pacific transfers were 16 per 
cent of the sales. California Petrole- 
um, with 105,729 shares listed, sold 
362,270 shares in one month. 


In this connection the committee 


probed into the well-known operations 
in Amalgamated Copper stock back in 
the spring and summer of 1907. Sam- 
uel Uutermyer. counsel for the com- 
mittee, charged in effect that a corner 
in the supply of copper had been ef- 
fected through the United Metals Sell- 
ing company, of which the late H. H. 
Rogers and \Villiam Rockefeller were 
the moving spirits. 


Tobias Wolfson, assistant manager 


of the company, acknowledged on the 
witness stand that in five months of 
that year the United Metals Selling 
company had advanced over $42,- 
000,000 to producers on copper and 
that during that period something less 
than 5,000.000 pounds had been mark- 
eted by his company, which, Mr. Un- 
termyer contended, controlled the 
sales of between 60 and 70 per cent of 
the entire copper production of the 
country. The normal sales for a five- 
months' period would, it was estimat- 
ed, be between 150,000,000 .and 200,- 
000,000 pounds. The intimations plain- 
ly conveyed by counsel for the inves- 
tigators was that a high price of cop- 
per was maintained through creating 
an artificial shortage in the market 
until the insiders of the Amalgamated 
company had succeeded in unloading 
a large volume of stock on the public. 


Manager Wolfson contended that 


there had been no artificial manipula- 
tion of the copper market and. that 
the United Metals Selling company 
had not been used to make money in 
the stocl; market for insiders. 


All day yesterday leading members 


of the New York Stock Exchange sat 
in the big caucus room in the house 
office building, listening to the 'drum- 
ming of Mr. Untermyer's questions, 
without getting any opportunity to be 
heard. Several of them protested that 
their presence in Washington meant a 
big sacrifice to them at this time and 
that the conditions of the market were 
such as to demand their return at once 
to New York. 


As soon as the hearing adjourned 


at .4:30 there was a rush by the New 
York contingent toward Mr. Unter- 
myer. 
Mr. Uhtermyer promised to 


hurry things as much as possible for 
them today, and after conferring with 
Joan G. Milburn, counsel for the stock 
exchange, he said he hoped to finish 
with all the stock exchange witnesses 
now in Washington.
